citrtra fruit mixture of nonvolatile compounds obtained by 

fractionation of the portion of a citrus cold press oil remaining 
after citrus cold press oil is heated at 90 to 120 °C under reduced 
pressure, said mixture of nonvolatile compounds containing 40% by 
weight or more of coumarin analogues . 
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
